"You will find the same resent- 
ment on the part of the public 
today about interference in 
their affairs by a public health 
nurse," said Councillor A. V. Hig- 
ginson. "I hear it in the factory." 

"We do not lay enough emphasis 
on public health/* said Dr. Dales. 
"The government has to step in 
and make us do so many things. 
or we wouldn't do them. There 
are so many things a nurse could 
do. I think that it is our duty to 
see that children can hear and

a nurse before.

Before the next meeting, on 
Tuesday, July 7, the firemen will 
give a demonstration of what 
they can do in case of fire, in 
East Gwillimbury (north New- 
market), using ladders and hose.

It was decided to make sand 
available for citizens who wish 
to have a bucket or two handy 
in case of incendiary bombs. 
Tests in Great Britain have 
shown that a shovel or two of 
sand will put such a bomb out of 
action. If you arc interested in 
getting some sand, contact 
Councillor Frank Bowser, and he 
will tell you where to pick up 
some. If enough interest is 
shown regular covered boxes 
will be installed at central 
points. 

W. W. Osborne brought up a 
point relative to putting in your 
coal supply early. In case you 
do put in soft or blower coal, be 
sure there is enough ventilation 
through the coal to prevent in- 
ternal combustion, he said. It is 
easiest done by placing a few 
pipes, perforated with holes, up- 
right in your coalbin, the top 
above the coal, thus giving the 
gases a chance to escape. He 
will be glad to give further in- 
formation.

"Because of continued develop- 
ments in the war zone, our hopes j 
for a complete victory, together 
with a just and lasting peace, seem I 
deferred to a future more distant ! 
than we had anticipated. Indeed j 
the danger is coming nearer home, ' 
and is threatening more ominously I 
every day. Since the beginning of 
the war. each of us has, in his own 
diocese, recalled to your minds the 
principles that should always guide 
us as citizens of our great country. 
The time has now come when we 
feel the need of opening our 
hearts to you, and with one mind 
and one voice, expressing our 
intimate sentiments on this 
momentous question. 

"His Holiness Pope Pius XII 
has never ceased to exhort all 
nation.-; to respect the rights of 
God and of the Christian con- 
science. He has multiplied his 
writings and addresses; every day 
he has offered his prayers and 
mortifications to bring back peace 
to the world. We. on our part, 
have bent ail our efforts towards 
that same peace; not a superficial 
and merely external peace, not a 
mere cessation of hostilities, which 
would open the way to domination 
by force and would allow the dental 
of God and social injustices of all 
kinds to go unpunished. Rather, 
the peace for which we long must 
be a true peace, the fruit of 
justice and charity: peace that will 
establish a wise and strong inter- 
national order, which in turn will 
guarantee the personal rights of 
individuals, as well as the general 
good of nations and of the human 
race. 

"A faulty peace, an unjust peace, 
would serve only to iow the seeds 
of future wars and more cruel 
sufferings. A true peace, based on 
a renewed Christian order, should, 
with the help of God, bring all 
nations many years of tranquillity 
and prosperity. In other words, 
civil and international society must 
be so organized on the unshake- 
ablc principles of the Gospel, that 
the individual, the family and the 
state may find free scope for their 
legitimate aptitudes and aims, and 
that for the whole human race, 
social life may once more become 
an aid and a support, rather than 
a hindrance, in attaining their 
eternal destiny. 

"This is why, dearly beloved in 

Christ, you have not wavered in 

the face of the varied sacrifices 

which the virtue of fortitude Im- 

posesuon people engaged In a just 
war. 

"One has only to study the anti- 
Christian doctrines and principles 
of Nazism in the light of the 
encyclical 'Mil brennender Sorge* 
of Pope Pius XX, and of the state- 
ments of the German hierarchy, 
and of the record of oppression and 
destruction in every country which 
has come under the yoke of 
Nazism, to realize the extremities 
of barbarism, persecution and Ir- 
rcllglon. to which It would reduce 
all nations in the world conquest 
of which it dreams and towards 
which It strives. 

"Consequently, dearly beloved in 
Christ, we were not surprised but 
sincerely and deeply elated at 
seeing you. from the very begin- 
ning of the conflict, generously 
respond to the call of your country. 
Truly a glorious page In our 
history will recall the devotion, 
courage and heroism aroused In 
our people by this present war.

Dr. Wesley Discusses 

Angles To Health- 
Nurse Question 

GET W AR OV ER FIRST' 

"As there is at the present time 
quite a strong movement on foot 
by the Home and School Associa- 
tion, assisted by a resolution 
passed by the Lions club and 
published In a recent number of 
the local papers, asking for the 
employment of a health nurse for 
the primary and secondary schools 
of the town, to commence duties 
at the opening of the fall school 
term. I feel that the public should 
have some further information on 
this very important subject and it 
is for this purpose this letter is 
written." states Dr. J. H. Wesley. 
M.O.H. 

"When the matter of a health 
nurse was first brought up, I 
wrote to Dr. Phair, chief medical 
officer of health at the parliament 
buildings, asking for first-hand 
information on the subject, and 
the first question I asked him was 
if there would be enough employ- 
ment for a full-time nurse in a 
town with a population of 4,000. 
Of course thcte could be only one 
answer to that and that would 
depend entirely on the ambition 

and qualifications of the nurse and 
how she applied herself to the 

many and varied tasks that come 

in the routine of the nurse. 

"Surely if a school teacher with 
a roll of 20 pupils can find enough 
to keep her on the jump all day, 
the nurse can find enough to keep 
her more than busy with 500 pupils 
and five schools to look after. 
The city of Toronto with a popu- 
lation of around seven or eight 
hundred thousand people employs 

about 125 health nurses, which 
would allow a nurse for about each 
6,400. 

"Most towns the size of New- 
market have a health nurse and 
some with about half the popula- 
tion of ours have one. The city 
of Guelph has two nurses and at 
present the city is being divided 
into four districts and they are 
doubling the number of nurses. 
But the people of Newmarket 
must decide this matter for 
themselves. 

"Here is something rather In- 
teresting. The York county hos- 
pital Is under contract to x-ray 
the recruits as they come into the 
military camp. Last week we got 
word from the adjutant that there 
would be 350 chests of new arrivals 
to x-ray commencing Thursday 
morning. They began to come in 
Thursday afternoon and by ten- 
thirty Saturday morning the officer 
in charge said, 'That Is the lot/ On 
being asked where tho rest of 
them were, he said they had fallen 
down before the medical board. 

"When the men arrive at the 
camp from every part of the 
province, they appear before the 
medical board for examination and 
afterwards are sent on for x-ray 
examination. The officer informed 

me that 25 percent of the 350 men 

had fallen down at the medical 

examination. Then a certain per- 
centage would fall down In Uie 

x-ray at the hospital, besides a 
large number who were given a. 
very low rating at the first local 
examination at home* so low, in 
fact, that they would never be 
called up. Thai between 35 and 50 
percent of our young men are 
unfit for military service Is hard 
to believe, yet these Are the facts. 

"This looks as though the youth 
of our country are being greatly 
neglected and there 18 not much wo 
can do about It for those who have 
reached ihe age of military re- 
sponsibility, but what about the 
babea who are on the way and the 
new arrivals of yesterday and the 
present school children? We as 
their parents and guardians have a 
very grave responsibility placed on 
our shoulders and we cannot 
afford to shut our eyes to such 
facts as have been narrated above. 

"By exacting the highest price 
for our produce and the labor 
required to produce It, we arc 
capitalizing on the future of our 
democracy ond the safety and 
protection of our families. Let us 
get this war over first, let us all 
forget our differences and bend to 
the oars with one accord until the 
object of winning the war Is 
accomplished. Then we will show 
the world what we will do for the 
children and what great and 
Illustrious Canadians they sholl 
become because of the care they 
received In their childhood.

Wo uld Be $ 100,000 

Mayor And Reeve Oppose Building New Clerk's 

Office Now, Spillettc. Bowser Defend Market 



The town halt is not suitable 
for remodelling to accommodate 
the town clerk's office, Council- 
lor A. V. Higginson, chairman of 
the properly committee, reported 
to the town council on Monday 
evening. 

Deputy-Reeve Joseph Vale 
recommended that a new build- 
ing be constructed on the site of 
the present office or that space 
be rented elsewhere. 

"Why not use the market 
building temporarily then?" said 
Councillor Arleigh Armstrong. 

"You would have no market 
then," said Councillor J. L. 
Spillettc. 

"We are all satisfied that the 
market is of little value,* 1 said 
Mr. Armstrong. 

"Oh I don't know about that," 
said Mr. Spillettc. 

"I said that I thought the 
market was of little value at the 
last council meeting, and don't 
think I haven't heard about it 
since," said Councillor Frank 
Bowser. 

"Our job just now is to beat 
Hitler," said Reeve F. A. Lundy, 
opposing any capital expenditure 
on a clerk's office. 

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales opposed 
any large expenditure. He 
offered to rearrange the clerk's

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COUNCIL FACES PROBLEMS 

It is national economic policy that as many 
non-essential expenditures as possible be avoided 
for the duration of the war. This applies to 
personal expenditures for clothing as well as to 
public undertakings. The individual must judge 
whether his contemplated purchase is a "must" 
The public body must judge whether its 
contemplated undertaking is a "must." It is not 
inconsistent that at the same time it is a part of 
national policy to increase expenditures on 
health. Curtailing non-essential expenditures 
and increasing health expenditures are both 
designed to promote the war effort. 

The town council discussed on Monday evening 
two proposals in terms of the war effort. These 
were, first, the much needed clerk's office, and, 
second, the much asked for public health nurse. 
For years we have advocated a public health 
nurse, but we do not regard a nurse as any more, 
or even as much, needed as during the depression 
with its under-nourishment and poor health. 
We do think, however, that there is a much better 
chance of getting a nurse at the present time. 
Hie high percentage of army rejections, first-aid 
and public health courses, the widespread 
emphasis on citizen health as a contribution to 
the war effort, the overworking of doctors, an 
increase in citizen income, all make the present 
an opportune time to go ahead with the public 
health nurse project. The nurse will earn her 
salary many times over in savings to the 
municipality, saved sickness time to bread- 
winners and employers, saved school days to 
children, worry avoided by parents, medical and 
hospital accounts avoided. 

We see no good reason for lumping together 
the public health nurse and the clerk's office and 
saying that if we have one we must have the 
other or if we have one we can't have the other. 
Each proposal should be judged on its merits. 
Each should be subjected to the questions: Will it 
be a good investment? Will it interfere with or 
contribute to the war effort? 

There is going to be no public demand for 
a new clerk's office. That is rightly regarded 
as a town council responsibility. The council 
seems to be unanimous that the present office 
is inadequate. The present office has served this 
long only because the clerk is a part-time official 
and has transacted town business in his own 
office. He contends, and the water and light 
committee members seem to agree with him, that 
the office is not even adequate for efficient work 
on the part of the assistant clerk and the 
occasional clerical help which she from time to 
time requires. Another point is that the war 
brought the military camp to Newmarket and 
the camp brought extra work to the clerk's office. 

Mayor Dales thinks that he may be able to find 
a temporary solution of the clerk's office problem. 
If he can't, then it would seem reasonable that 
the council should submit its problem to the con- 
struction controller, as suggested by the clerk, 
Mr. Mathews, and accept his ruling on whether 
or not it would he desirable, from an Ottawa 
angle, to build a new office at the present time. 

There will not be any widespread agreement 
with Reeve Lundy that it is up to the Home and 
School Association to continue to educate the 
public as to the necessity for a public health 
nurse, and that the council should not act until 
the public demand for a health nurse is universal. 
If the council were not to spend .any money until 
every citizen had demanded it, we would not 
make much progress. ( 

If the council believed in that policy it would 
not have voted itself remuneration this year. If 
the council believed in that policy it would never 
get a new clerk's office, either now or within 
the next 20 years. Generally speaking, the tax- 
payers are opposed to any expenditures unless 



the council decide that they are necessary. The 

taxpayers rely on the council to use its judgment 
and to make these decisions. The taxpayers will 
not approve expenditures which the council does 
not approve and advocate. 

For instance, the council might seek this fall 
an expression of public opinion on the three 
questions: (1) Do you favor employment of 
a public health nurse at a cost of §1,500 a year? 
(2) Do you favor building a new clerk's office 
at S315 a year? (3) Do you favor remunerating 
the town council at a cost of $1,300 a year? What 
would be the result? Probably three No's. The 
first proposal would have the best chance of 
carrying. The second, we think, would have a 
better chance than the third. 

The alternative to seeking an expression of 
public opinion is to go ahead with (I) and (3) 
and give the public a chance to weigh the results. 
The council has taken this course with (3) and 
the public can show its disapproval at any future 
time if it is dissatisfied. The alternative with (2) 
is to consult the Ontario municipal board and 
the dominion construction controller. 

When the councillors have to worry with 
problems like these it is not unfitting that they 
should be paid? 



EQUALITY OF SACRIFICE 

It is said to be demagoguery to talk of 
conscription of wealth." ITic fact remains that, 
however extreme, it is possible to make a levy 
on capital just as it is possible to make levies on 
income. There will be wide sympathy with the 
position of the Vancouver C.C.F. member of 
parliament, Angus Maclnnis, moving an amend- 
ment to "Bill No. 80," that if there is to be con- 
scription of manpower for overseas military 
service there should also be conscription of man- 
power for home-front service and conscription of 
wealth. Prime Minister Mackenzie King has 
hinted on a couple of occasions that if he brings 
in overseas conscription he may bring in also 
some measure of conscription of wealth.

"As I say. there really are many 
wonderful sights to see. but. gentle- 
men, there Is not a bit of scenery, 
no matter how beautiful it may be, 
that looks as good as your parcels 
of smokes and other articles.

"You would be very much sur- 
prised, indeed, if you could see 
the faces on the boys when some 
mail comes in, if they don't get 
any. They are very much dis- 
appointed, but when they do 
receive some, there Is all the differ- 
ence In the world towards life, 
especially the life we are leading 
at present. Much depression of 
the boys in the army is greatly 
relieved by just a card or letter 
from home and you'd be utterly 
surprised if you actually saw it. 

"The veterans and the ladles' 
clubs, in Newmarket, do deserve a 
lot of credit, as well as the Lions, 
and I want to thank you one and 
all for your great effort. 

"In the past two years I have 
seen a tot of air raids and some 
very bad ones at that. 

"r remember very well the first 
air-raid I saw. Twelve planes 
dived down, bombing and machine 
gunning. My unit was stationed 
nearby in a huge field. 

"Since I have been here I have 
had several leaves and I go up to 
the north-east coast of England to 
visit relatives and friends in my 
home-town. A lot of people know 
me, as well as my family, and I do 
enjoy myself very much. I am 
very lucky compared to some chaps 
However, those that have no rela- 
tions are not sad. They enjoy them- 
selves In the big cities and they 
can make friends very easily.

"We all hope this war will be 
over before long. I know that I'm 
just longing to see good old New- 
market again.

Hong Kong to many in Canada 
before the war was just a name. 
Today it is something more. Its 
valiant defence against over- 
whelming odds cost 295 Canadian 
lives, and its final surrender left 
1,689 Canadian prisoners in 
Japanese hands. Circumstances 
surrounding the expedition 
caused the government to order 
an investigation. It was held 
behind closed doors, as was the 
Pearl Harbor enquiry across the 
border. Tne chief justice of 
Canada in his recent report has 
pretty well exonerated from 

blame everybody wnc ha( * any- 
thing to do with the despatch of 
our troops to that oriental fight- 
ing ground. In some quarters 
a strong belief is apparently held 
that the evidence did not justify 
the findings. It is a safe specul- 
ation that the last has not been 
heard of Hong Kong in parlia- 
ment Whether parliament will 
witness a debate similar to that 
vhich followed the Bren gun 
report, only time will tell. 

With the confusing and con- 
tacting reports about the current 

debate on manpower in "the 
commons, it might be helpful to 

tell in simple words what the 

government is submitting 'for 

the approval of parliament. In 
June, 1940, the government 

clothed itself with power to con- 
script everything and everybody 

in Canada for war service. One 
exception there was. In con- 
Scripting men, the National Re- 
sources Mobilization Act, as this 
legislation was called, only gave 
the government power to call up 
men for service at home — not 
overseas. The amendment to 



that act, which is known as Bill 
80, is designed to remove ail 
territorial limitations as to ser- 
vice and give the government 
full power to call men for service 
anywhere if, as, and when it 
wants to use that power. That, 
in a few words, is the purport 
of the legislation about which 
we hear so much. 

Canada seems to have been 
"caught napping" in the world- 
wide wartime propaganda race. 
In 1938, by international agree- 
ment, this country had reserved 
for it nine short-wave broadcast- 



ing channels or "bands." A 
parliamentary committee the 
next year urged that a high- 
powered short-wave system be 
constructed, as other nations 
were doing. Germany grabbed 
one of the "bands," and others 
have followed suit, until all the 
channels were used up and 
practically all the transmitters 
gone. It begins to appear that 
we had a. march stolen on us, 
and that it may be too late now 
to redeem our position. If the 
government acts quickly, it may j 

be able to yet arrange for one 
transmitter^ but time is very 
precious. These facts have come 
out in evidence in the radio 

broadcasting committee.

The invasion of Ottawa by 
thousands of new government 
workers since the "war began has 
severely taxed the city's housing 
[facilities. Recently the attention 
of parliament was drawn to the 
unhealthy situation in this re- 
spect by Messrs. Hansel and 
Coldwell. It is well-nigh im- 
possible lo find a room in the 
capital city just now. Col. Art 
Ross, from Mclita, Manitoba, and 
I have been sharing one room 
ever since the fall of 1040, and 
a good many members have the 
same trouble finding living 
quarters. During the debate on 
the topic of local housing con- 
ditions in the city, the govern- 
ment was urged by Mr. Hanson 
to erect a women's hostel to 
relieve crowding. Mr. Coldwell 
lashed out at the government 
over the statement of some 
official that building supplies for 
such projects could not be re- 
leased because they were needed 

for war purposes. He pointed 

out that at the same time a per- 
mit had been given for the 
erection of a brewers* warehouse 
on Ottawa's Catherine St. The 
upshot of it all is that the gov- 
ernment is going to review the 
situation seriously with the aid 
of a committee of civil servants. 



To be called the "official back- 
scratcher of the government," 

fell to the lot of Ross MacDonald, 

M.P. for Brantford, during the 

parliamentary discussion on the 
price-ceiling policy. He had 
made a very eulogistic speech 
about Mr. Ilslcy and was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Hanson. After 
a few good-natured exchanges 
between the two, the member 
for Brantford asked the opposi- 
tion leader if he was trying to 
beat the long-distance record for 
speaking allegedly established 
by Jean Francois Pouliot. In 
reply, Mr. Hanson said "No, I am 
not, and I am not making any 
fulsome eulogy to constitute my- 
f *'f the official back-scratcher of 
tJ**a administration." There were 
plenty of windows in that 
debate. When Mr. Hanson called 
the price-ceiling subsidies a 
policy of "robbing Peter to pay 
Paul," Paul Martin. M.P. for 
Essex, shouted out "And Paul 
should be paid." There is little 
humor today in the commons 
contrasted to the days before the 
war. Members arc not in that 
mood any more. 

There is plenty of unofficial 
talk these days about the budget 
which will likely come down 
during the next two or three 
weeks, One thing is sure, there 
will be no easing up on taxation. 
The astronomical heights to 
which our war expenditure has 
soared will doubtless mean n 
heavier incidence of taxation 
spread over a wider field than 
ever. A delicate problem faces 
the minister of finance each year. 
He has to estimato in advance 
the increase in gross national 
income and tax accordingly, and 
ho must also borrow sufficient 
to make up the balance. To 
know how far to tax and how 
much to borrow without upsett- 
ing the economic and business 
structure of the nation is no easy 
calculotion. The more we pay 
now and the less we borrow, 
the lighter, naturally, will be our 
post-war burden. The budget 
will be awaited, as it always la, 
with keen interest and concern.

Report On Water Advises 
Protection By Reforesting 



Prof. Alexander MacLean of the 
University of Toronto has sub- 
mitted to the Aurora town council 
a detailed report on the town'* 
water supply. A meeting was held 
by the waterworks committee 
under Councillor A. A. Cook to 

consider the suggestions on Monday 

evening. 

Prof. MacLean gave as reasons 

for a decline In the present supply 
the probability that "the wells may 
be slowly plugging at the base 
with silt" and "much of the water 
from the acquirer may bo escaping 

along the surface of the pipe or 
easing and passing Into the upper 
ground water of the district." 

To deal with these he recom- 
mended checking the effect of 
flushing the wells and lowering the 
head of water within the casing 
to the level of the ground water 
outside the casing.

"A boy under 14 years and he 1 
was only 14 days at school, you 
should be ashamed of yourself," 
admonished his worship. 

*I thought they should help with 
the farm," stated Mrs. Milne. 

Giving evidence in the charge 
under the Adolescent School At- 
tendance Act, .Miss Joy McKinnon, 
Newmarket, principal of the 
QueensviHe public school, testified 
that the older Milne boy (Jack). 
who was 14 years of age, had not 
attended school at all last fall and 
so far this year had attended only 
since the Tuesday afternoon before 
last. She stated that the average 
age for class six was 11 years. 

Constable Joseph Jardine testi- 
fied that he had contacted Mr. 
Milne about the older boy and 
found that the latter had been 
helping his father on the farm 
for part of the time and part of 
the time was working out on other 
farms. 

"You had an education, your 
boys should have an education 
also," the crown told the defend- 
ant. "You arc certainly not fair 
to your children."
